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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicants' arguments are not persuasive. 
For instance, the Applicants argue on pages 20, 21 of the REMARKS that "one having ordinary skill in the art would not have been 
motivated to combine Yamaashi with the Background of the present application. Yamaashi does not refer to any communications between 
a digital television and set-top box". These arguments are not persuasive; because Yamaashi discloses the esssence of the claimed 
invention as pointed out in the final rejection; and although Yamaashi does not recite set-top-box and television set as claimed, however 
Yamaashi's disclosure is applicable to other systems (see col. 14 lines 15-17), thus implementing Yamaashi's disclosure in an 
environment where set-top-box and television set are involved (see the Background of the instant application as pointed out in the 
rejection) would have been obvious to an artisan as explained in the rejection. And the limitations regarding claims 58, 75, and 92 are also 
taught by the implemntation of Yamaashi's disclosure as pointed out in the rejection. 
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
